Generations. For although the Ra- 
pines and Murders (which are not the 
um_ unhappineſſes of the Opprel- 
ed Vaſlals) may poſſibly end with 
the

the Empire of the Uſurper ; yer thoſe 
debaucheries of the Spirits of Men , 
and the unquier principles of Villany 
(the moſt ignominious brands of 
Slavery) which they introduced both 
to acquire and preſerve their Great- 


neſs, ſurvive their Authours, and like + 


Venome infe&t the blood , when the * 
Viper is kill'd that gave the wound. * 
Hence comes it ro paſs that ſuch a ' 


People, though freed from the Force 
of their Oppreſſour, yet tenacious of 


his Crimes, debauched by impious ' 


Habits, and diſtracted with various 
FaQions, can never conſpire to their 
common Peace and Satety ; nor with

So 
that though they coaſted different 
Countries, yet they failed by the ſame 
Compaſs, and aimed at the ſame Port 
of Power and Greatneſs, In nothing 
more doth the Ancient ſeem to ex- 
ceed the Modern T ehen in his 
Cruelty : yet even this is not im 
ble to a more tender ſenſe of Humanity 
in one then the other, ( For he that dares 
ſeme- 
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ſometimes be wicked for bis advantage, 
will be alwaies ſo if bu Imereft require) 
but to a fear of loſing the emoluments 
of that more powerful and proſperous 
chear,the pretenſion to SanRity; which 
being to be ſhadowed with a ſeeming 
Meekneſs, would have been too plain- 
ly difcoloured by too frequent effu- 
ons of blood, But if when we would 
cenſure the Crime, we conſider not 
onely the quantity, but the worth of 
the Blood, the S:cilian will not ap- 
more odious then the other, Since 

the Blood of a Pious, Juſt and Lawful 
KING, fpile with ſo much diſhonour 
to Religion and contumely to Juſtice, 
laies a more heavy guile in the eyes 
both of God and Good men then ri- 
vers of Plebeian gore. Befides, thar 
horrid Parricide inevitably exciting fe- 
veral a ts for Juſtice, the —_ 
ters of thoſe brave Sonls that endea- 
vaor'd itdid accumnlate the guile con- 
trated by Qheir Soveraigns Blood, So 
that the cutring choſe _ veins ope- 
ned ſuch Sluces in all che Brivifh Em- 
pire, that the Earth was not more

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* conſtantly wet with the ſhowres of 


Heaven, then it was yearly ted 
with the blood of ſome Loyal perſon 
and lover of the People's Rights and 
Liberties.

the Wickedneſs of this Laſt was more 
tranſcendent, and ſuch as _— our 
Bondage more _—_— , our 
Miſeries more laſting; For not to 
mention thoſe frequent Perjuries,thoſe 
horrid Blaſphemies of referring all the 
moſt le Projets to the Impul- 
ſes of the Spirit and Returns of pray- 
er, Religion never received a more 
fatal Wound then by this Modern Im- 
or, For when the Majeſty and 
everence of that ſtood like a ſtrong 


rampire of Juſt Authority , and like 


a mighty ſtream ran to his de- 
ſign, he undermined it by introduci 

notions agreeable to his Intereſt, made 
it contemptible by the baſeſt of the 
People w he made Prieſts, careſ- 
ſed every Hereſie, raiſed and increa- 
ſed new Schiſms, and fo cut it into 
ſeveral chanels and ſmall! Rivulets, to 
make it fordable for his aſcent to Do- 
minion : and by proclaiming a Spi- 
ritual Liberty, reduced it into ſo many 
Aromes, that nothing but what was 


fortuitous could unite them in a ſolid 
body 
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body to oppoſe him. Not contene 
with theſe injuries to Religion, he 
proceeded to extirpate thole eternal 
rules of Right and Wrong, which even 
Nature had impreſſed upon the Minds 
of Men. For y his Inſtruments new 
Schemes of Juſtice were compoſed, 
new rules of Obedience and Govern- 
ment were fiamed according to the 
Iaſticotes of Tyranny, The facred 
Religion of an Oath, the foundation 
of Society even in the moſt barbarous 
Nations, was among us publiſhed no 
longer obliging then till an inconveni- 
ence enſued, Thus as Caligsls took 
off the heads of chole Images of the 
Gods that were moſt worſhipped, and 
ſer his own upon them, that he might 
receive the adorations of the people : 
ſo did this Uſurper pervert thoſe Ora- 
cles of Life, ; wa Laws of God and 
Nature, that we might receive onely 
the DiQates of his Luſt and lacereſt, 
and be guided by the deceitful Impul- 

les of his deluding Spiric. 
How far he prevailed by theſe Arty 
in vitiating the ſenſe of Religion and 
(a) Juſtice 
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Jaſtice in men, appeared too evident | 
in the (ervile Flattery of thoſe Addreſ- 
ſes which were made to his contem- 
ptible Succeſſour, In which the Com- | 
poſers by a prodigious Sacriledge ha- | 
ving rifled all the Sacred Records, and 
thence rook thoſe attributes of Glory 
with which 2s Jewels God had ador- 
ned his choiceſt Servants, and had gi- 
ven them as Odours to embalm their 
Memories to Poſterity, applied them 
ro his ſucceſsful Wickedneſs, So that 
they ſeemed to have forgotten what 
Vertue and Righteouſneſs were , 
when they crowned Impiety with the 
rewards of Goodneſs, 

And how pregnant the Principles 
he had ated by were of Dellruction,} 
by the juſt Judgement of Heaven was 
experienced on his Infamous Iſſue, 
they _ ruined by the ſame practi- 
ces by which himſelf had deſtroied 
the lawful Government , the Chil- 
dren of his Example deſtroying thoſe 
of hs Blood, the miniſters of the 
Father's Villanies being the Executio- 
ners of the Son's Empire, Nor was

every houſe flames with contentions the Uſurper 
may, like Nere, ſecurely fing and play.

For Tyrants meaſure not their power by their 
mw force, but by the weakneſs of their miſe« 
rable Vaſſals, His Inftruments of flayery 
muſt be ſuch that either have no Reaſon to 
diſpute, or no Conſcience ro ſcruple the moſt 
impious Commands, whoſe Fortunes are made

of Policy and grand Inftruftor of Tyranny , 
fingles him out of the whole Herd of antique 
Monſters as the ſingular Patern of Tyranny, 


and Example of ſuch that by Injuftice and 
Imptery will acquire Principality: in whoſe 
aſcent to Greatneſs he acknowledgeth no ad- 
vantage by Vertue, nor any favourable aſſ1. 
ſtance from Fortune ; but that all lus Power

nion of the Carthaginians, Where taking to 
Wife one of the Girizens daughters, and ſhe 
having conceived by him, he was continually 
in his fleep with borrid dreams 
concerning the child his Wife was then |

Bur at laſt hus fears, as is uſual, prevai. | 
led over his other affeCtions ; and therefore 
It the breeding of his Child ſhould be the 
cauſe of both their deaths, he expoſtd it to 
penih in publick, and ſome were appointed 
to watch its end, But it being 1poſſible te 
reverſe the Decrees of F ate, which though fore. 
known, art not to be avoided ; his life out. 
laſted che patience of the Watchers , who be- 
ing tired in their expeRation , became more 
negligent in their charge : which afforded his 
Mother an opportunity to ſteal him away by 
night, But not daring to bring him home,

® For alchough the Longaniauty of Heaven, that

proper £0 its infinice Wiidome, before it firikes, 
wara the World of thoſe plagues that ſhall 
come upon them : yet —_ of theic Oracles 
which we mcet with in Hiſtory are polt-nate, 
and after the fat invented and publiſhed ; 
and char from various beginniags. For ſome- 
ames the Vulgar, who are more Superſtitions 
then Religions , will either find or frame 4 
Prediftion for every great Event : Becauſe 
being ignorant of the true Cauſes of thy 
and not able to obſerve the progreſs of Ef. 
fefts, but conhdering the Evcnt in its full 
product , cannot but admire it, and therefore 
arunbute ic to that power which onely can work 
wonders ; and ſo {cek or make a Decree of Hea- 
ren, that ſhould convey the Iflucs 
ſo many ſeeming difficulties, Hence alſo it 
cane to that when men of obſcure births 
have performed great ations in the World, 
their deſcent not fully appearing, when their 
ations were full of , have 1ma- 
gined their Vertue was to be their Herald, 
and ſo did derive their pedzyree from the Gods;

_ whom he would be conccived to 
with ſome Heroick airs: ſothat his Soul- 
with confidence followed that Leader 
whom they believed the Gods direfted, E#- 
aw, a Slave in Sicily, pretending inſpirations 
from the Syr1an Goddeſs, ſoon g up an 
Army of thouſand men , who, as if they 
ſeemed to follow the commands of the Gods, 
floutly aſſiſted this their imaginary King » and

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ces. Sandrocoet, a Greek Fugitive,having by Art 
reduced a Lion from hated abr ro 
come and lick the ſweat of his body, perſwa- 
ded the Indians that the Gods had Frome 
him for Empire by ſubjeQing the Beaft ro his 
ſervice ; and he was readily accepted by them 
for thar Prince, and emploted to recover their 
Liberty from the Captains of Alerander: 
who frezing them from that yoke, did oppreſi 
them with {us own Tyranny. So eafily dothe 


multitude follow that choice which they beheve 
Heaven hath made ; admiring him whom = 
fancy the Gods have loved, and fearing to of. 
fend choſe who pretend a Deity to be their 
Guardian, Whiuch natural reverence of Hera- 
ven and Religious ſimplicity in the minds of 


men , the Tyrants make their firſt advanta 
to aſcend to power, And it is poſſible that A. 
g®hecles was no leſs impudent to deceive the 
people and abuſe the Gods this way then he 
was in his other praRtices, and had compoſed 
this Miracle when he firft imagined to com- 
paſs the Tyranny ; founding tus firſt hopes 
of Dominion in a Saperſtitious fear of the cre- 
dulous tnultitude. 


The Fate of Sicily and the Carthaginian 
having trus preferved him chat was to be their 
ps , te AY his Uncle He- 
raclidas , and to be of a cotmely coun- 


tenance , and Juſty frams of body a 
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his years. When he came to ſeven years of 
age, his Father Carciwe was invited by Here- 
chdas to a Sacnkice : where ſeeing Agat/ ocles 
playing together with ſome of his mates, whe- 
ther through ſome ſecret moyon of Nawre, or 

/ the rarity and pleaſanineſs of the fight , he 
uh much oRted with _—_— a, vigour 
of the Boy, Wis Wife obſerving it, did um- 
mediately ſuggeſt unto him, that juſt ſuch an 
one their Son would have been had he nor 
been ſo inhumanely expoſed, Carcinas profel. 
ſed that he was ſorry hus fears had tranſported 
him beyond natural affe&ion , and to ſhevy 
his reſentment, exceedingly wept, His Wife 
conceiving his preſent affte&uons to comporr 
with her deſign, acquaints him with the whole 
ſtory, how the had ſaved the Child, and that 
this was the ſame, He was extremely pleaſed 
with the relation , and with joy received his 
Son, whom Proyidence and the affeHion of 
a Mother had ſo preſerved : but doutzing left 
the receiving of his Son to Ius own houſe 
ſhould quicken the remembrance of the Ora- 


cle; and fo expoſe them both to the Cartha- * 


gman Fury, he remoyed tvs narrow Family 
out of their Dominions, and plantcd humſelf a: 
Syracuſe, the ſtage on which his Son was to at 
thoſe yarious Scenes of Blood and Villany. 


Carcings at his new habitation was ſo pn 
and defticute of friends, that to maintain = 
C 4 ft 
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ſelf and his Family, he emploi'd himſelf in 
making «f Pots , and taught his ſon the ſame 
trade, that he might contribute ſomething to 
his maintenance, Which occupation , being 
the Embleme of abſoluce Dominion, did ſcem 
to habituate his hanghty and aſpiring Soul to 
the praftice of a boundleſs Power ; and by 
compoſing clay to the forms of his own fancy, 
he did inure himſelf to module Societics and 
Commonwealths to the [dear of his own 
Luſts and intercit. In this mean trade Car 
cins and his ſon did onely wrefYe with neceſ. 
fity and poverty, and could never increaſe his 
ſubſtance to the Cenſe of a Citizen ; and there- 
fore a long time lived as a burden, not a mem- 
ber, of that Community : till ſuch time as 
Timeleon , the Scourge of Tyrants, havin 
freed Sicily from thoſe Monſters, to replenih 
Syracuſe , which the cruelty and horrid at- 
tempts of thoſe Uſurpers had almoſt depopn- 
lated, did grant the priviledges and immuni- 
ties of the City to all that would come and in- 
habice there : at which time Agathocles with 
his Father were inrolled among the Citizens, 
and did enjoy that Liberty which he was ſhort- 


ly to rune. 


Carcinus not long after dies, and leaves the

Sicily a company of ſuch as were accuſtomed 
to robbenies, by hopes of larger booties and 
more ſplendid rapines. Theic he difpoſes in- 
to the ſpecies of a juſt Army, dividing them 
into ſeyeral Companies, and marſhalling them 
under diftint Leaders, to be the fitter to re- 
ceive and execute his commands, With this 
thieviſh Army he fails over into /taly, and

2 long time, and was varied with ſeyeral O- 
verthrows and Victories,” In this warre Aga- 
thecles ſorneumes as a private perion, and ſome- 
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times as a Commander , did behave himſelf

the oppoſe ; very lictle reſpecting the publick 
ſeenmity, And when all would order the Com- 
monwealkth, none could pleaſe : for ſome of 
their Forms did not pleaſc thoſe that were good, 
and others diſpleaſed the wiſe, In ſome it was 
made cake to doe muſchiet, and in another men 
could not ſatcly doe that which was good. One 
left too much authority to the Grandees, and 
the other made the Populacy tyranmical and ar»

The Divihons ran fo high, and continued 
ſo long, that the ſoberer part thouwhe it was 
now expedient , that the afflicted Republick 
ſhould have ſome reft , left the wounds theredf 
ſhould be made wider by ſuch a tumultuow 
way of curing, And u appeared that the 
onely way to attain Order was, to conferre and 
intrult unto ſome One man's hand power to 
preſerve the peace for a time : for it was ev- 
dent, that it was almoſt inzpoſſhible, in  grex 
a diſtraction, things could ever come to a ſet- 
element, unleſs ſome One, hike a Soul and 
Mind, ſhould give Order and Method to all 
the reſt, The perſon choſen for this was 4- 
gathecler , who was fiill on that party where 
was the greateſt Number, whuch was likely to 
be the moſt ignorant, and which he conceived 
he could molt cafily delude, He therefore ww 
made Prator , and intruſted with more then 
ordinary power for this great work of ferrle- 
ment, was A gatbecles preſented with 
the faireſt opportunity of true Glory that bs 
Soul could poſſibly d:fhire. For Heaven cas 


wet give nor any man wiſh for a fitter occaſun 


for worldly Glory, then to find a City deformet 
wilh 
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Lib. AGATHOCLES, 
with confuſionr, and declining to rame by it; 
corraptions, which be may reforw and module 
with wholeſome Laws and generous Conftitu- 
tions, to render it a peaceable habitation, and 
make it a theatre of Vertue and Juſtice ; to ſe- 
cure the Magiſtrates of their Honour, and eve- 
ry private perſon of his Wealth and Safety: 
for this 1s to be emulous and a nval of the glo- 
y Heaven, to bring Order out of Confy- 
, to diſpenſe thoſe bleſſings whuch render 
Life confortable, and h up the fortunes 
and goods of men wath a juft providence, This 
captivates the Souls of men to a voluntary 
ſubxeetion , and challenges an un-cnmed ado- 
raven. 


But Agartocler, who was of the temper of 
every Tyrant, meaſuring the benefit of his 
Power by a licence to doe maſchuef, & being no 
lefs thirlty of Blood then he was of Greatneſs, 
perverted theſe advantages of ſolid Glory to 
gratike his Luſts, conſulking his own atnct 
_ in his Countnes flavery, And 

reſolved not to let flip this ſeaſon of 
ating his Tyranny, to which all things in 
the jadgumenc of his Lufts did ſeem _ 4 
tum, The people whom he had to deal with 
were factious and er, reſtleſs as the Sea 
utach <&d incompaſs ; whom the plenty 
& their ſoil and the riches of Trading had 
made {0 wanton , that they were umpanent of

Laws 
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Laws and Magiſtrates : and as they were un 
willing to endure Slavery, fo they were imimo. 
deſt in the uſe of their Liberty ; and by theſe 
Corruptions were become like ſo many wild 
beaſts, cafie to be taken by any watchtul and 
bold hand that could hope to tame them, Be. 
ſides,the frequent revolutions of Government, 
and the ſuccefſive inundations of ſeveral Fatt. 
ons, had cach in their Ocder, like the Overflow. 
ings of Nile, left fo many ſeeds and ſpawns 
monſters that might eafily be formed to any 
deſign ; ſo many diſappeinted tn their hopes 
ms in their fortunes, that they would 
be contented to be inftruments of an _ 
that ſhould make them whole again, The Sou 
Giers were for the mo} parg mercenary, and 
without any diſcipline ; for 1 C:mnl warres the 
diſcord of the Citizens aboliſhes the ſeverity of 
diſcipline : beſides, being now to be caſhiered, 
becauſe they were made uſeleſs by this Peace, 
they w:re envious at the rich Citizens, and did 
meditate nothing elſe but the ſacking of the 
Town, the pillage of the Country , and the 
murdering of their Enemies ; and ſo were fit- 
ted for any bold corrupter, that would bur lead 
them to their defired prey, Burt the moſt inn- 
ting Occahon was | Fs unſetledneſs of 
the Government, all things being but in mo- 
tion to compoſure, not yet eltabliſhed ; which 
Is a vaſt advantage for any wicked enterpriſe, 
whoſe counſels and hopes are butle upon = 
les, 
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bles. All theſe Occaſions promiſed much eaſe 
iu the deſign, and there was nothing that he 
feared would much impede his aſcent to Princt- 

lty, bur the Authggicy of the Senate of for 
[andrd, which were the wealthieſt Syracs- 
ſans, and of greateſt credit with the people, 
which he untcnds to remove out of the way ; 
not willing any longer to delay, when caution 
ſeemed more dangerous then raſhneſs, and fea- 
ung to loſe theic Occaſions whuch Modern Ty- 
rancs name the Calls of Providexce, 


All chings therefore ſeerung fir for bus pur- 
pole, Leing now Chicf Magiſtrate, no empty 
name, but of great moment to cxecute any cn- 
terpriſe, and having an aftual command of all 
the forces of the Commonwealth , he wanted 
oncly [ome pretext to draw them together, with 
as many as he thought fit for his detign,, which 
ether Fortune preteated him with, or he ham- 
ſelf formed, - For news was brought to S yra- 
eaſe, that ſome under their dominion had re- 
voted from their obedience, and were embodied 
about Erbica, Upon this the people were ſum- 
moned in great haſt, who {urprited with this 
ludden fear, paſſed a Decreee, that Agarthecles 
ſhould take care of the Commonwealth ; and 
that he might prevent the danger with ſpeed, 
he might levy what Souldiers he thoughe fir, 


This Comoutſion was as large as his defares, 
E 4 and 
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and he preſently makes uſe of it to his D_=_—_— : 
for he ſends for the CMurgantines , were 
his anctent friends, but bitter encmies of the 
Syracuſant ; he gathers @þ out of the in-land 
” o_ ſuch And ens his former comrades in 
his thieviſh expeditions; and with theſe he joins 
thoſe that had formerly ſery:d under him a- 

inſt the Carthagimians,who he knew were ob- 
toed to him by tormer Benefics,fit for whatſoe- 
ver he dared to command, that were of a perti- 
nacious faith to him , but enemies to the Se- 
nate, and haters of the people, becauſe they 
were forced to obey their commands : which 
hatred was therefore more fierce , becauſe it 
was unjuſt, All cheſe made up a number of 
three thouſand, every one of which were very 
defirous to ruine the Democracy, To theſe he 
adds ſuch of the Citizens as had no honeſt 


hopes, whole poverty or fear ct puniſhment 
= Bis —_ did make them cv and 
hate thoſe chat were in Power, and ſuggeſt to 
them a necefity of becoming greater crimi- 
nalls, that by the change of Goyernment they 
might ain ſecurity , and in licentious tumul:s 


alter their deſpicable fortunes by the booties 
and rewards of civil commotions, 


Theſe all being fit for his purpoſe, as if he 
intended his march towards Erbita, he ap- 
points to rendezyous at the Tomb of T zmoleon; 
25 if he would firſt trample upon the aſhes and 

memory 
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of him that had been the moſt Vertu. 
ous of Li to that wretched City, 
and _ —_ his invaſion Bled] 
and Violence, His Army being met, he ſends 
for Peiſarchus and Decles, = the moſt 
eminent and leading members of the Senate, 
as having ſomething to conſult with them con- 
cerning the publick affairs. coming to 
him with a train of abour forty of their friends, 
were immediately ſecured by a guard that he 
ſer upon them, as if they had come to execute 
E_—_ againſt him, Then calling his 
Souldiers together, and appearing among them 
with a countenance — ſadneſs, he 
omirs nothing that might move either pity to 
him, or fear, anger, and hate towards the Se- 
nate, He invokes their faich and compaſſion 
of him, and complains of his hard Fate, that 
t was never ſafe for him to love the People,and 
that none was ever an enemy tothe Common- 
wealth, but they would be likewiſe the coneri- 
vers of his deftrution, © For ds you not hear 
* (faith he) how my execution and your puniſh- 
* ment i already decreed , and the Se- 
* nate hath ſent theſe their moſt ſubtle Agents 
* to draw me back_to the place of laughter, 
"ard ts comrive the ſcene of your maſſacre ? 
* They envy mu the honour of dying upon our

blood of the owners , the Innocent fell with 
the Guilty, and every one was ſlain that had 
ſomething to fatisfie che expectation of his mur- 
derer, He that had no enemy, met with death 
at the hand of his friend ; and a good name 
was a mark for ruine, The Altars of the Gods 
were coloured with the blood of thoſe that fled 
tothem for refuge, as Viſtimes to an incenſed 
Deicy, The aged men and ancient matrons 
were led about in ſcorn, by their miſeries to 
makes up the mernier part of this Tragedy. And 
that nothing of unhappineſs migh: be unfelt by 
the miſerable Syracuſans, Rapes were mingled 
with Slaughters : he that was the Aſlaſſnate 
of the Husband, would be the Raviſher of the 
Wife ; and he that recked with the blood of 
the Father , would quench his flames of luſt 
with the diſhonour of the Daughter, Their 
rave and luſt was fo high againſt the people, 
that at laſt it grew a rw ny 
he was accounted an enemy that had got the 
more precious booty, When any Virgin or 
Youth, whom beauty made conſpicuous, fell 
into the hands of this barbarous rabble , they 
were commonly torn in plcces by the violence 
of thoſe who contended for their firft abuſe ; 
and then became the quarrel, and armed the 
Ray ſhers to their mutual ruine. Others while 
they hafted away with the gold and filyer of 
the murdered owner, were themſelves a prey 
to a ftronger ar, Thus death and ruine my 
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edin Syracuſe, and the firſt day there were no 
leſs then four thouſand of the moſt eminent 
Citizens, that by honeſt arts had won the affe- 
(ions of the people, murdered, Some were 
apprehended and ſlain at the gates, through 
which they thought to flie, Ochers met death 
from which they fled in climbing over the town 
wall, by too much fear and halt breaking their 
necks and limbs, About fox thouſand eicaped, 
and ſome of them got ſafe ro Agrigentums and 
other neighbouring Cities, where the relation of 
their miſeries did move a great deal of pity : bur 
the inhumane Souldiers would yet make them 
ſenſible of cheir fury in their remaining parts, 
with more contumely raviſhing their Wives 
and Daughters, becauſe they themſelves had e- 
ſcaped with their lives, 


This Crueley lafled for two daies, Agathe- 
cler's thirſt of blood being not ſooner to be 
quenched ; or becauſe his authority was not 
yet ſo great as tg, forbid thoſe crimes whuch he 

witheaſe command ; or he was willing 
to indulge the lufts of his Army beyond all 

of pardon, that ſo they might not expect 
latery but in the conduR and preſervation of 
tum who had authorized their wickedneſs, Bur 
when this baſe rabble of men did ſeem to be 
ſatiated with villany, as having no more ſub- 
jedts to practice on, to conclude the Tragedy, 
be ſends for all thoſe Citizens whom he had 
ſccured, 
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ſecured, and who had been reſerved to feed 
his own eyes with their blood, Of theſe, ſuch 
as he had moſt injured , and whoſe yertues he 

ioht moſt fear, were lain before him ; others 
conſiderable he baniſhed, Onely one Di. 
nocrates y a bold and faithleſs perſon , ſo like 
him in vices, that the fimilitude had been the 
nd of a former acquaintance, though now 

he was ſtranger wid deſign, he freely ſers 
md & of Clemen- 

= riendſhip , Vertues that Tyrants are 
not ca of, but to provide a refuge for 
himſelf in the future, For even the mott bar- 
barous and bloodieſt villains , in diffidence of 


a change of affairs, will provide ſome private 
fayour againlt the publick hatred. 


This was Agathecles's firſt ſcene of Domi- 
nion ; and by (urveying theſe ſacrifices to Em- 
pire, the tate s and prudent Greeks did 
form a judgement how bloody and cruel world 
be the proceſs of his Government, For Seve. 
raignty muſt be maintained by the ſame arts b 
which it i acquired ; and an Empire wickedh 
gotten by crimes , was never exerciſed by vertze 
and honeſty. And as no good man will ſeck to 
be a Prince by wicked o_ ſo no debay- 
ched Spinic, that by 1 mpiery hath invaded 4 
Principality, will eyerthinkto uſe it juſtly, 


For either by his wicked praftices to atrain 
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to it, his Soul will be habituated ro miſchief ; 
or his defires to keep what he hath uſurped will 
ent to him a neceſſity to continue as he did 
in, Becauſe Vices when once they have de- 
banched the ſouls of men , leave no place for 
moderation : and he that in his projets for 
Greatneſs hath a long time meditated vio- 
lence and cruelty, will be like thoſe ravenous 
beaſts, that having once tafted blood, will be- 
come unſatiable, and as Lions that having fed 
carcaſſes, are (till ſearching after the 
ike. And this appetite when it 1s once ar- 


' med with the ſupremeft power , will ſome- 


times, when there is no neceſſity for preſer- 
vation, frolick with the lives of men, and in 
a capricious humour, or boaft of Greatneſs , 
drink humane blood, and ſport with miſchief, 
If Habits reſtrain not an Uſurper from juſt cour- 
ſes, yer the Neceſſxies of State will : and if he 
were defirous to abound with thoſe a&ts which 
adorn men with the ntles of Good, yet the 
injuſtice of his entrance upon Government 
wil make it exceeding d'fhcule, if wor impoſ- 
ible ; for that will alwaics give him occafions 
of fear, fear will ſeek for ſecurity, ſecurity 
cannot be had by the affeftions of thoſe to 
whom he hath given juſt cauſe of hate ; there« 
fore he muſt make himſelf ſafe by more inju- 
nes, and hence ariſes increaſe of hatred : ir be- 
ing impoſſible that the Injarer and the Injured 
ſhould ever be cemented by a ſolid faith, which

of inion, had made ſuch uſe of thi 
arnfice, and was fo ſucceſsful in it , as by it 
onely he ruined his too powerful enemy Charles 
Duke of Burgundy : and therefore commended 
it to the Tutors of his Son, as the onely lefſon

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This evil management of Acrotatme was not 
unknown to Agathecles, & therefore he prove-

to paſs that the forces of many Confederats 
are leſs confideradle, though more numerous, 
then thoſe which one fingle Power is able 
form and raiſe, And it happened with 
theſe Confederates : for the Taremines recah.

Thus this Tempeſt, that threatned the ruine 
of the new Tyrant, being fo pony cal- 
med, proved like thoſe winds, which if they 
are not violent enough to throw down , do 
advantage trees, by ſhaking them to a greater 
faſtneſs at the root, - For ut ſetled Agatbecies 
upon his foundations ; becauſe it having alar- 
med him t provide all the ncans of tafery , 
by ſo necc an induſtry he was enabled for 
any enterpriſe, He had _— copzther, be- 
fides his Confederxcs and the Citizens of Sy- 
racuſe, a choice Army of Mercenaries con- 
_—y of thirty thouſand Fooxr , and three 

and five hundred Horſe, and had ſtored 
himſelf with all kind of Arms, Theſe For- 
ces,being now no longer neceſlary for defence, 
he was reſolved, according to the Inftitutes of 
Tyranny, to employ in faftning his Dominion 
at home, and increafing it abroed, by invading 
all the neighbouring a -7 potent Cities ; for

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if he could bind his yoke upon all the Cities a- 
bout him, he ſhould remove Liberty ont of the 
ken, and ſo out of the hopes of Syracuſe: 
beſides, he ſhould increaſe his Revenues and 
Forces againſt another ſtorm which he foreſaw 
was coming from Carthege, For from thence 
he had received Intelligence , that Amnlcar's 
peaceful counſels were branded with finiſter 
incerpretations ; and although the Senate did 
not dare publickly to condemn him while he 
was in Command, yet had they paſlcd their 
ſentences againſt him, and ſealed them up in 
their Urne , not to be publickly recited ill 
he returned to a private Condition, Agathocle; 
therefore eafily concludes what their intentions 
maſt needs be towards himſclf ; and therefore 
to ſtrengthen himſelf againſt cheir invaſion, 
he endeavours to prevent them in the acquiſ- 
tion of as much of Sicily as he could , no 
deſpairing in time to graſp the Empire of the 
whole Iſland, if not by his own valour, 

he ſhould have no ſmall advantage from hi 
"Enemies vices, who he ſaw could not be una- 
nimous in therr common defence , and when 
they fought ſingly for Liberty, they would at 
laſt all be Slaves. 


To proſecute this reſolution, as alſo to buſi

Paſiphilaw, one of his Captains, with a'con- 
kderable party and ſecret inftruttions , to in- 
vade the terricories of Meſſene, not uſing any 
publick declaration of heſtilicy, 1ſt he Id 
py prepare for their defence, or 
are to conſult of honeſt means to ſaushe 
his unjuſt anger ; for he ſought nor Peace with 
then, but their ruine ; nor cared he for their 
fnendſhip, but intended their flavery, Paſs pbi- 
le, according to his Commands, unexpectedly 
falls upen their Connery , ſurprizes many of 
their Cicizens, waſtes aud plunders all their 
Villages, and ſetting forth ail his ations with 
every advantage of terrour, he aff:ights the 
GC 3 Meſſe.

them, and chaſed them back to their own 
Trenches, Agathecles, who had ſeen all the 
action, grew infolent with the ſucceſs of by 
Scratageme , and thoughe that now VidRtory 
courted him ; and intending to take the adyan- 
tage of this diſorder of the Enemy, drew 
forth lis whole Army to aſſault them within 
their Fortifications, Which being done with 
extraordinary ſpeed , they had filled up the 
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ditches, brake down the Trenches, and entred 
the Cap, before the Carthaginians that were 
ſurpri _ = 0 clves in order for 

. But contuſedly (as it is uſual in ſud- 
den aſſaults) diipofing themſelves in that place 
and Order which Fortune and their Courage 
dd preſent, they Rourly endeayourcd to avoid 
the ignominy of being beaten within their own 
defences. Bur the Greeks as cagerly followed 
their adyancages , quickned with the hope of 
ending the War with this one Conflict ; ſo that 
their courage and number (ill increaſed wichin 
the Camp ; and the Africexs hindred by their 
own diſorders loſing ground , they were noc 
far from ViRtory, untl Amilcar ranged and 
in good order ed to them the Mercenaries 
of the Balearich Iſlands,whb» flinging Rones of 
above the weight of a Mina, being exaR 
at the ſcope which they intend, (it being their 
onely weapon, and their continual pratter 
from their infancy) poured ſuch a ſhowre of 
ſtones apon the Greeks, that forced them to 


quit their ground and forlake the Trenches, 


Agathecles norwithſtanding deſpaired not of 
huceſs, but in another quarer aſt the 
Camp ; and when he had falled up the ditches, 
and was almoſt maſter of the trenches, behold 
ancther of Carthaginans, that were 
but juſt landed, as they drew near to the 
Camp, hearing the ſhouts and noiſc of them 
that were fighting , inade haſt, and ſet upon

the Enemies in the back ; ſo ſtnking a terrour 
then their ſtrength upon the Greeks , 
who were yet ſtourly oppoſed in the Front, that

ory over ſo numerous an Enemy, Some ran 
towards their Camp , who being purſucd by 
the Africazs, ſtrewed all the way with their 
dead bodies. Ochers fled by the banks of Hi- 
mera, and met with as certain adeath as that 
they feared from the (word of their Enemies : 
for thirſty through rage and toil of the Butel, 
which = to be at noon inthe Dog -daies, 
ſo greedily of the brackiſh water, 
that they Lnmediately fell down dead ; & they 
were not fewer who were found dead without 
any wounds all along the banks of the River, 
then thoſe that were wounded and lain in the 
rout, Agathecles hanng loft above ſeven thou- 
ſand, and the Carthaginans but five hunered, 
Thus Providence did as it were ſtrive by re-ite- 
rated ſtrokes to curb the preſent infolence of 
this inbumane Tyrant, Fuſt, by ſnatching the 
Vitory almoſt our of tus poſletſion, in ſuch a 
juncture bringing an unexpected force, that did 
both confound his orders and break his vigour :

own City, whom the pleaſures and abject arty 
of the City had made unfit for the toils of war ; 
ſuch alſo whom the fortune of their Common- 
wealth and the news of the late Vitory in $4. 
cily had raiſcd to (o high a confidence, that they 
concaved it rather a journy to fetch in Slaves, 
then an encounter to conquer an Enemy: 
therefore adviſing one another to give 
to as many of the Greeks as were not china 
to ruine, they carried along with them twen- 
ty thouſand pair of ferters to bind theis Ca- 
ptives.

Agathecles was glad the Enemy was fo for- 
ward to ingage, and that their Confidence 
made them neglect thoſe ſate counſels, of per- 
mitting his deiperate Army to ſpend it ſelf in 
ts own fury, and waſte by delaies ; therefore 
declines not the fight, bur uſes hus greateſt di- 
hgence in his preparations and orders of this 
Battel, upon which depended the fortune of 
Syracuſe and all his hopes : know'ng that Fear 
and { onfidence have the'r birth in the firſt e- 
vents ; and that by the iſſue of this en- 
counter he ſhould adminiſter ro Fame, to pre-

weaſts of A gathecles's a did ſafely per- 
mit choſe expulſed wreiches to ns ton 
the walls of their unhappy City ; bur did more

the want of ſo many, whom they had turned 
out, had weakned them as to the defence of 
their works, and that the terrours of his Meſ- 
lage had abated the obftinacy of the beſieged, 
be ſeqe in another ſummons, with a tender of 
good conditions to «Antander and the Officers 
of the Garriſon if they would quickly ſurren- 
dr.

they quitted it, And the 4 ines imag! 
ned tot they were more "a rar, 
ſtrengthen the Siege, or force the Town, and 
upon that apprehenſhon made an immediate 
ſurrender upon compoſition, After this he af- 
faults Thepſws, and takes it by force ; and by 
force, and credit of his former Viſtones, _ 
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his other arts, he got the power of no leſs then 
two hundicd garrion'd places. 


Having gathered the ſpoil; of all that Coun. 
ty ht marches up unto the Upper £163, boch 
to increaſe his plunder, and ſtrengthen L4.ofelf 
with new confederacies, Where when he had 
continued forme daics , the Cart/ aginiant in- 
couraged by the coming of fone of their forces 
from Sicily, renew their hopes and defigns to 
dehege Twi, having alrezdy recovercd many 
of che neighLouring places that had been taken 
by th: Enemy, But Agathreles having recei- 
ved [ncelligence of it, haſtes back, and when 
he was not far fron the Enemy, incamps him- 
ſelf to ref:ſh his wearted Souldiers awhile ; but 
commanding them to make no fires, be mar 
es away by night, and at break of day comes 
upon the Africans like a clap of thund-r,w'ale 
they were ſecure, diſord*red, and &'.p: 4 to 
forrage, This ſudd:n appearance nil'd tm 
with an immodzrate fear, for they were fitter 
for a journy then a Bactel ; and wv. lc che 
haſted to tak: arms, their very haft tncreaſed 
their fears. In this confufron he kills rwo tnou- 
ſand of them, takes no ſmall number, and fo 
broke both the Siege and their ſpirits, who had 
before conceived too highly of their own 
Rrength by the acceſs of their Veterane Soul. 
ders from Sicily, Hcightned with this Su cceſs 
he ſers upon Elymas the Libyan King his Con- 

L 4 tederate, 
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federate, who had eicher ovroken his League with 
him, as was not improbable , the Libyan be. 
ing ſounconſtant and barbarous that they did 
not underſtand Faith or Peace ; or elſe the Ty. 
rant feigned that he did ſo, that he might have 
a pretence for blood and ſpoil, which is as like. 
ly. Burt the ruine of that faichleſs King did not 
a little pleaſe the African, when they ſaw Per. 
fidiouſneſs went not unpuniſhed, 


But as one blow or favour of Fortune ſeldome 
comes without another of the ſame kind; fo 
the Sicihan affairs followed the predominant 
fortune in Africk, For Amilcar impatient 
that Syracuſe alone, which was the onely place 
there left to the Tyrant, ſhould {© long ſtop 
the courſe of his ViAtories , and hinder him 
fromthoſe Triumphs at home which he had de- 
ſerved abroad, was too eager to ſnatch at that 
which in a ſhort time muſt have fallen into 
his hands, For having a long while by the Fleer 
at Sca k-prall proviſion from the Enemy, and 

the Siege waſted all that the ne ring 

could afford ; he might well haveex- 
peted a ſudden ſurrender. Bur being inconfi- 
derately defirous of Glory, and deceived by the 
hopes of a yain Augury, he haftned his own 
Ruine, and his Countne's Danger, For the

confoun- 
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ERASE os diſorders, the ſud- 
&n impreſſion of the , the ignorance 
and difficultics of ther _ could not tell 
where to charge, nor whom to with, and 
in this amazement . began to Soine of 
them that had not ſpace to uſe their weapons, 
nor room to flie, were trodden under foor 
their own Horſe, Others fell foul apon 
ir own party, the night not diflinguiſhi 
berwixt Friend or Foe. Some were broken in 


upon the rocks, and others were oppreſ- 
Ly wich che dying carcaſſes of their Friends and 
their own luggage : ſo that there were various 
kenes of Death, and every ſpecies of Deftru- 
Hon was there acted, But Annicar, that had 
along time with thoſe about him made a tour 
xhitance, and in vain, ſo great confu- 
fons, incited others to the like, was at laſt 
amſelf taken by the Enemy, and carried Pri- 
ner into the Town, his whole Army bei 
us routed and beaten, And Amlcar 
en happy howloever, in miſery, if 
ix had fallen under the ſame ne with his 
Souldiers. Burt he outlived his Dignity, that 
wh" the greater Diſhonour he might periſh in 
Swacwſe. So uncertain and fallacious are all 
wmane defigns , that when Amulcar 
ie was invited by the Gods to compleat 
conqueſt of Sicily, and conſummate that 
Glory to which no Carthagimian had hitherto 
made ſo near an approach, he ſhould at laſt 
conclude 
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conclude his Life and Vitonies in Slavery, and 
die at the pleaſure of his beſieged Bnenues, 


The obſerving Greeks had all their wonder 
raiſed and excuſed in the conhderation of this 
overthrow, For they could not ſufficiently 
admire the ſtrange uncertainties of humane 
Greatneſs, and ſudden changes of conditions, 
Who may not fear or hope things differenc 
from the preſent, and contrary to what are 
expected, when Agathocles, who was a ſtout 
and {ubtle Commander, and had a very good 
Army at the Battel of Humers, was not one- 
ly defeated, bur alſo loft the choiceſt of all 
tus Forces ; and now thoſe that were beſieged, 
a party of thoſe yery men that were then bea- 
ten, did not onely defeat the Army of the Car- 
thagimans dy an ordinary ftratageme, and an 
adyan ground , worſting an army of 
an hundred and ewenty thouſand Foot and five 
thouſand Horſe, but alſo took their General 
priſoner > This made them atteſt that oſer- 
vation, That there are many Vanities in War ; 
That the battel is wot to the ſtrong, ner doth 
Vittory accompany the prudence of deſignt: 
when a weak, accident, 4 contemptible crrcum- 
Fane, us able to rune the beft -formed projets, 
and overthrow the firmef® reſolutions ; and 
that there was ſome ſuch power, norwithſtanding 
the impadent cavils and ſhort diſcourſes of A- 
theiftical = that may be juſtly rermed the 
Lord of Hoſts, The 
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The Syracuſans havi en this Victory, 
mee bye dnbacb of 0s nighe and __ 
tage of the place then by their own Valour, 
ucd it as barbarouſly as became the ſlaves of 
an inhumane Tyrant ; who beſides the other 
Miſeries that he brings upon his Vaſſals, doth 
alſo impreſs his Vices as brands of their Slave» 
ry upon their Souls ; his power and their ab» 
xR minds inclining them tothe moſt abomina- 
ble flattery of Imutation, For they moſt in- 
humanely abuſed their noble Priſoner : not con= 
fidering the Dignity or Vertues of the Perſon, 
who through the whole War had done nothing 
unbecoming a Generous Enemy : they deſpi- 
ſed the mazefty of his former Command and 
Succeſs ; forgot humane frailty, how ſoon it 
falls from the greateſt honours to the loweſt 
miſeries ; and, which challenges more pity in 
humane breaſts, that what by many labours & 
tedious vertues hath been attained, may be loſt 
and periſh in one moment, Panlne of nn- 
has, when he had overthrown and taken Per- 
ſexs the great King of Afacedoma, wept over 
tas Priſoner, and gave reverence even to the 
captived Majeſty, and brought his Children 
to behold the ſpeRacle of humane frailey, nor

and much reſpecttul of their gre Cuizens ; 
which make Confpiracies againſt them more 
ſecure in the management , then ſuch as are 
formed againlt Princes, He had often ſought 
an opportunity to ſatisfie his Ambition, 
Crimes art full of Fears, Delaier, and 
| route change of (onnſel ; and that which 
in the projettion ſeems ul of its reward, when 
it comes to be atted looks big with danger, There- 
fore he had long deferred his Enterpilze, Burt 
now, when the City was dexdted by the in-

Bur bring at laſt 
Kquaintcd with the truch, Hatred 
(the two Rrongeſt and maſt ſudden Patlions) 
that one of their own City ſhould increaſe 
their Milery, and attempt their Bondage, while 
were reſiſting a forein Tyrant, expelled 
their fears, and armed all the Youth to re- 
. Who gathering together in ſeveral bo«

not ſuffer the conſent and firſt indignation of 
ſo great a mulncude to languith, ſer upon the 
Tyrant in the Prazza, whither he was then 
wmived, He being bravely affaulted by theſ

| nents of death and anger that Womnen and 
| Children could manage, upon his party; fo

All the reſt that had been his Inftruments 
were pardoned, their Miniſtery to his Wicked- 
neſs being imputed to their Weakneſs : and it 
was not ſafe now to draw much blood within 
their walls, when ſuch nvers were ſpilt withour, 
Onely the Tyrant himſelf muſt by his death 
ſeal the ſecurity of the Commonwealth, and 
ſarisfie the publick hatred, For hatred that « 
raiſed by danger ont-laſts the fear ; wor doth 
the d ceaſe to be hated nll be ctaſe to be, 
Thndeeneraihicadagtte Publick faith for 
his impunity , he was molt cruelly tortured, 
apd afterwards crucified. He ſhewed himſelf 
conſentancous in life and death ; for from the 
Croſs, as from a Throne, his Impenious and 
Proud ſpirit declamed againſt the Ingratitud: 
and Cruelty of the (: arthaginians : Ovjedting 
to them how they murdered Hams , whom 
they had falſely accuſed with the affeRation of 
Tyranny; baniſhed Giſge, whole Inn 
their Wickedneſs could not endure ; baſely a 
ſed private ſentences of death againſt his 
cle Amilcar, who wiſcly endeavoured to make 
Agathocles rather their Friend then their Enc- 
my: andin this fury, becaule he could not re+ 

ven 
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venge the Crimes he objeted, he breathed out 
his reſtleſs foul, Thus (onfiracies , of they

| kr ny who would no afflit the nutera- 
ble (arthaginmians , that laboured under the 
fury of a molt bloody forcin Enemy » with 
thoſe greater muſchicfs that follaw ocheogs of 
Government, and of necefſity flow from « 
Domeſhck Tyranny. But we may in reaſon 
afſign this cauſe, that the differtne eventy did 
ariſe from thoſe divers Occaſions which cher 
took for his Enterprize, The Syracuſan found

but ſuch do Tyrants ariſe ;) but the African 
did not : For whereas a Scate is corrupted &t-

not attend the ſatisfaction of thoſe which

About this time all the Family of Alexan- 
der the Great was quite extinguiſhed.

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Agathecles hearing , the Potter alſo, who 
thought himſelf equal to them in Exploits and 
, and not inferiour in Dominion, 
would alſo be fiyled K:»g, and wear a Crown 
as the Enſign — he had ne- 
xr before uied but as a Prictt, But Royalty, 
which is the reward of Heroick Vertues, may 
te the Uſurpation, yet can never be the Pro 


of a Tyrant : the Enhgns may be worn” 


a vitious bloody Villain , but the Majeſty 
never adorns but a Lawful Juſt Prince, For 
Crowns do not create, but elicite that Reverence 
which the Virtues of the wearer fir ft 
the minds of men > without which eſs 
Driademss do but 8 the indignation of the 
holders, and wphraid, not honour , the baſeneſs 
f the Uſurper. 


The aſſumption of the Royal Title made no 
tkeration 1n the nature of Agethocles, but in 
bis next enterprize he exceeded his former In- 

ity, For in:ending to reduce Kr:cs that 
had reyolted from him, he ſuddenly hes down 
tefore ir, and ſurprizes three red of the 
| Citizens that = _—_— themſelves in the 
neighbourin ntry, theſe men he of- 
{ers oblivis and - Tt would re- 
wrn to their tence, The Cit that 
mere ſenſible of his ations in Africk,, that 
is Faith was tobe meaſured by his Luſt ; that 
a0 greater miſery could happen to them _ 
what 
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what — ſhould run into if they did expe&t his 
Mercy ; that they ſhould if they were 
nguank hey wan? prog rm 
that there was no choice to be made 
bur this, whether they ſhould loſe their blood 
with ſcorn and contumely, or ſpend it in a gal- 
lant defence and revenge ; did therefore retuſe 
all Peace with him, When be ſaw they would 
Hot be deluded by falſe hopes, he endeayours 
to reduce them by their affections, and would 
ſack the Town by a force upon Nature. For 
making Engines of wood, on them he 
the ſurprized Cinzens , under the ſhelcer of 
whom he ſets his own Souldiers, and ſo brings 
them cloſe to the Wall : ſo that whatſoever 
arms the beſieged did dire ro kall their Ene- 
mics, muſt firſt wound their deareſt Friends, 
The Kticenſes were at firſt ſupified by this in. 
humane arr, and in pity durſt not ſhoot thoſe 
arrows in their own defence, which would 
ſpill the blood of thoſe they defired to ſave, But 
the Enemy preſſing hard upon them, they pre- 
ferred Libert touch a dangerous compaſſion ; 
and defiring the Gods to impure the Cruelty to 
their inks Enemy , they for a lon fo 
ſoutly defended themſelves. Bur their adverſe 
Fates ſuffcred them not long to ſurvive their 
miſerable Friends, For the Town was taken 
by ſtorm ; which the Tyrant ſoon fills with 
the blood and carcaſſes of the defendanes : ſome 
he killed in the heat of blood,many he hangay 
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he dragged out and mardered thoſe that fled to 
the of the Gods for refuge , vainly 
thinking that he might have ſome Religion that 
had deveſted himſelf of all Humanity, Thus 
Tyrants manage their Warres not ſo much a- 
particular Perſons and Ciries, as againſt 
Nature of man, Nordid Agathocle: think 
it enoogh to overcome the Wricenſes, unleſs he 
had alſo made them pollute their juſt arms in 
the blood of their Friends and Kindred, The 
Romans bewailed and curſed thoſe Civil Wars 
which did expoſe the Father's life to the ſword 
of the Son, and grieved thatthe Law of Warre 
did forbid that puniſhment which the law of 
Nature whernet (He fell with glory like a 
Sacrifice for the publick ſafety, that flew him- 
ſelf when he knew he had killed his Brother ) 
Nor did they more abhorre thoſe vices in their 
own Citizens , then they did hate them, and 
ſcorn to make uſe of them in their Enemies, 
For they conceived that no Victory , where 
Juſtice and Vertue were not preſeryed entire, 
And by their juſt praftices even to their Foes, 
they overcame thoſe Cities, and ſubdued thoſe 
Spirits, which no force of arms could ever 
have ſubjected : and one Generous Example of 
Vertue hath flung open thoſe Gates, which no 
humane power could have pulled down. Thus 
Camillis received the Faliſc: to obedience ; 
Fabritixzs removed Pyrrius from traly ; and 
Scipro's Continency reconciled all Sparn to the 
Roman 
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Rowan Empire, Men more willingly ſubmit 
to thoſe whom, being owners of ſo great Ver- 
tues, they eſtcem it an impiety to overcome,

lets the attempting of that, and abuſes the

been taken, the inf-riour Cities mult neceſlari- 
ly have followed her forrane ; but that being 
left free and intire, ſhe might pronide for the 
cure of her wounds, and watch opportuniaes 
for the recovery of her Empire, Bur either the 
difficulties of aſſaulung Carthage, or the necel- 
fines of Syracaſe, did divert him from ſuch an 
enterprize, and ſollicite him to a return into 
Sil, 
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Sicily, where the Free League had confined 
his Tyranny within the walls of his own City, 
For X enodicws had hitherto proſpered, and re-, 
ſtored the Democratical power to many Cities, 
and raiſed up the confident hopes of all the Si» 
clans to live by their own Laws, which is the 
true foundation of Liberty, 


To ſtop therefore this current of freedome, 
Agathecles haſtens into Swily with two thou- 
ſand Souldiers, leaying the command of his 
affairs on the Continent to his Son Archaga- 
thas, At his landing he was entertained with the 
news of a Viftory which his Captains Leprines 
and Demeplilms, with eight thouſand rwo hun- 
dred foot and a thouſand two hundred horſe, 
had on X enedicws, who had loſt a thou- 
ſand five hundred of his men, and was forced 
to ſhelter himſelf within the walls of Agrigen- 
tw, The Tyrant makes uſe of this Yitory, 
and marches againſt thoſe Citics that had ſha- 
ken off his yoke, and with the credit of the 
former Victory reduces Himera, Selinxs and 
Therme, Then drawing forth _ Cento- 
” iohe, he was in hope to have ſurpri- 
wh m_r practices be had with ſome of 
the Citizens : bur the plot =_ diſcovered, he 
was forced by the better part of the Cityzwhich 
were not polluted with ſuch infamous Coun- 
els, to retreat with the loſs of five hundred of 
his mens Then being (ollicited by ſome p_

gs aſſertor of os Bro League ; and he 
appeared like another Rock to daſh in pieces 
the violent ſucceſſes, and to be a remora to the 
Tyrant's Security. To Dinecrates therefore 
flocked all ſuch as cither defired to be free men, 
or hated the Tyrant ; which were ſo _—

Souldiers, and ARors in the late troubles of $i- 
ealy, accuſtomed to the diſcipline & difficulcies of 
Warre, or hardned with the miſcries of Baniſh- 
ment, With theſe he pitches his Camp in an 
open field, and offers battel to the Tyrant: 
but he knowing himſelf too weak jw 
retreats to Syracuſe, till followed by his 
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ring Enemy ; who cuts off his rear, and wins 

upon him without loſs of blood, This was a 
obftruction to — deſigns: for 

wars are managed much by fame, and he that 


retreats is ſuppoſed to fly. 


_— with this check to his affairs in the 
» his fortune wholly declines on the Con- 
tinent, and that ſucceſs which had ſo importu- 
p—m—m—_ him there , did as ſuddenly 
leave him. Where his Army continually waſt- 
ed both in ſtrength and courage : Archagathus 
either failing in his Father's arts, and the ver- 
tes of a Leader; (For an Army « ts be va- 
lued at the rate of the ( ommander, whom they 
will contemn if be be weak, and 1ynorant of 
bu charge, and ſoneglett their duty, and be- 
come 1nſolent and contumaciow ) or oppreſled 
with the fins and fates of his Sire ; the puniſh» 
ment due to wicked Parents being entailed by 
the Divine Vengeance on their hateful Chil.

And Archagathus, as they expetted, 
to keep up his Fathers fame, was forced to 
break his Army into as many pieces as might 
obviate the enterprizes of his Enenues : one 
whereof was to ſecure the Sea- coaft ; another 
was commanded by e/£ſchrio# ; and He lim- 
ſelf, leaving a guard at 7 anw, marched with 
a third, 


Thus all Africk was filled with arms, and 
now raiſed in expeRation of a ſpeedy iflue, 
Ham, that commanded the Pamek Farces 
in the In-land expedition, meets with e£ ſchn 
en, and dra'xing him into an Ambuſcade rout 
him, and kills him with four thouſand foot 
and two hundre(] horle; thoſe that eſcaped 
fled five hundred furtongs, ull they came to 
Archagathus, Himilcon , that was ſent into 
the upper Libya, waits at a certain City far 
Eumac; u, who was returning with his Army 
heavy with plunder, The Greeks no ſooner 
came near the Carthaginian, but they offered 
him batel, Himilcon refuſes not, but know- 
ing their proſperous greedinels had made them 
proud and unwary, intends to aſſault them by 
a ftratag?me ; which proved as happy in the 
event as it had been in the projet, For lea 
ving part of his Armyin the Town, with or- 
ders to ſally forth when he began to flie, and 
0 
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to _ the Enemy in the rear when they 
ſued hum, with the other part he marches 
bob, and fights the Greeks near their own 
| Camp ; whence after a ſmall _—_— be 
If flics, as if he were worſted. Emmachav, as , 
| confident of the Victory, (though he could fee 
lietle reaſon for the Enemues ſo ſpeedy flight, 
and therefore might have ſuſpectcd ſome unu- 
ſual arts) without any order follo:vs them, 
Which being ſeen by that party which was left 

in the Town, they immediacely iſſued forth 
with a great noiſe, by that giving notice to 
Himilcon to top his flight ; and (o terrified 

| the Sicrbbans, that they being charged on all 
'Þ fdes, and daunted with the (urprize, preſently 
| fled. Bur not being able to recover their 
| Camp, the way to it being intercepted by the 
| Africa, they drew up on a ncyhbouwiing 
11, where there was no water : where their 

| Enemics befieging them, they were partly by 
| thuſt and partly by the ſword alroſt all con- 
ſumed, fo that of cight thouſand foor, ſcarce 
turty, and of cight hundred horſe, not forty 
eſcaped to carry the ſad news to Archegathas, 

a Perſon too infolent in his Proſperi &\ th any 
tqualicy of mind to bear theſe great Loſſes. He 
taving this intelligence , draws back all his 
forces to Twas, gathers up the relicks of the 
beaten Parncs, recalls the other that he had 
ſene out , and fortifies himſelf, nll lis Father 
ſhould come to relieve kim,zo whom hc had ſent 
this afflicting news, O z .

C..ls Army in Africk, prepares to haſten 
tacher, to apply ſome Remedies, and there- 
fre commends his affairs of Sicily, which Di- 
werarer's good condudt of the Free League had 
mremely difturded, to the care and fortune of 
Leptines, Ami having as many Souldi- 
0s as Wt could ſeventeen Veſlels, he 
mited for an opportunity to get out of the 
thven, that _ then ited op by charty 
Carthaginian Ships : which was made more 

dſperous and cafie then he could have hoped ; 

at the ſame time there had gonten intothe 
| Bbrert by night cighteen Ships which he had 
Bret of the Twſcars, Their fortunate comin 
| Yruſed the Tyrant's courage to a reſolution K: 
Fighting the Enemy, To perform it he com- 
mnds the Twſcexs to continue in the Hayen, 
Il he had drawn the Africans in purſuit after 
um, So making out with full Sails, the Car- 
mans made up towards him, and the 
Taſcans after them, Ageathecler, when he 
aw the Twſcans near the Enemy , turns back

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his Veſſels upon them allo: which nnex 
aſfault both behind and before did fo break 
their ſpirits, that they thoughe not of fighting, 
but of flight ; five of their Ships being 1mme- 
diately taken , and the Almxal allo ready 
to be boarded : who to prevent the ignomi- 
ny and miſery of Capunty , preſently kit.

ſelves tothe Cortheginians, Theſe being dif- 
covered by the Scours and Guards, were con- 
ceived to be the whole Array of the Enemy co- 
ming to aflauk their Camp by night, andin this 
confuhog 
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Lib.IN, AGATHOCLES, 
confuſion by the Fire, which their preſent fears 
ron them —_— might kindle, This news 
ing ſpread t the whole Camp, one 
thought the Enemy had mee ine he Toon 
chesz and that they were all betraicd ; ſo that 
no way of ſafety was preſented unto them, bur 
onely flight : which being done without any 
order or reſpeRt had to their Commanders, was 
ſo confuſed, that ſome for haſt broke their necks 
down the hill upon which their Camp was 
picch'd ; others were angry at ſuch as ſtood in 
their way, and through the darkneſs of the night 
not able to diſcover whether they were Friends 
or Foes, fell foul one upon another, In this 
darkneſs, amazement and confuſion, there were 
many lain, and more wounded ; and the num- 
ber of thoſe that periſhed was accounted five 

thouſand, They that had eſcaped all dan 
bur their fears got ſafe to Carthage, and bfied 
the whole Ciry with terrour, relating the Ar- 
my to be quite broken , and mingling ſome 
truth with their affcighted apprehen made 
all chings deſperate, yer very uncertain, Therefore 

ſer open their Gartes t receive their flyin 

$ouldiers, yet carefully watching left the Ene- 
my ſhould fall into the Town with them. Bur the 
day diſcovered their errours, and mitigated their 
fears, though it increaſed their grief and jealou- 
fies , when they ſaw the dead bodies of their 
Friends, and the aſhes of theiy H:nts and goods : 
they could nXxonceive it - chance, or refer it 
to 
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to Providence, but doubted whether it were not 
ſome open Enemy or ſome falſe Citizen that 
had occaſioned fo much Ruine, it look'd (o lik:

On the other (ide, in the Sicrlran Camp the 
remembrance ot the overthrow had compoled 
all to an horrid ſorrow , they had weak and 
faint fires, a filence like to that of Tombs and 
Charnel-houſes, their few words were low, 
and without any comfort, the groans of the 
wounded were the loudeſt noiſe, their 
various and diftratted, walking about thei 
Trenches like men that could not ſleep, rather 
then as ſuch that defired to watch, ir very 
=_ was dreadful, and preſcatly were 

eluded with as yain fears as thoſe that had af- 
frighted the Enemy, For when the reyoltng 
Libyans did not dare to yenture farther in the 
ſurrendring of themſelves to the Carthaginiane, 
becauſe they ſaw the Fire, and heard that con- 
fuſed noiſe in their Camp, they returned back 
towards their former quarters in the Sicilian 
Camp, But their motion being diſcovered by 
the Centinels and Scouts, who by reaſon of the 
darkneſs of the night could not diſcern what 
they were, the terrour of the paſt day's over- 
throw ſugg*{ted that they were the victorious 
Cartl agimans coming to give a Camiſade to 
their Army, This Intelligence was carricd to 
the Tyrant, and the Alarm ſuddenly paſled =_ 
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the whole Camp, Every one was diſtracted 
what courſe to take, Some were to make 
the Works ; others were for drawing forth : the 
moſt (till contradicted the reſt, withour preſcri- 
bing what elſe was to be done. And as it hap- 
pens in unhappy and diſturbed counſels, thoſe 
things ſeemed beſt which they had neuher time 
nor conyeniency to at ; the continual meſſa- 
of the affrighted Scours did difturb their re- 
ions, and every unuſual accident altered 
and confounded their determinations. By this 
time the flame of the Carthaginian Tents grew 
more conſpicuous , and the exceeding noiſe 
which their fears made conveyed them alſo to 
the Sicilian Camp, Who then thought the E. 
nemy was ſo near, that it was in vain todeli- 
\n6w ws +, were ſet upon flight, So im- 
ing out of their Tents, lea- 
Cons Quie Trenches which way Jac their 
lind fear did dire&t them : the noiſe which 
their own haſt made did perſwade them it was 
the coming on of the Eneniies into the Camp, 
and this doubled their haſt, noiſe and fears, 
And each one laying hold upon another, eicher 
to force them out of the way, or to help them= 
ſelves forward by their neighbours ſpeed, were 
conceived as apprehending enemies, and pre- 
ſently were killed by their own fellows, Some 
were ſo madded with their fears, that they knew 
not which way they ran,nor which to chuſe,and 
driving upon the returning Zibyans , fell to 
P 3 fight 
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fight with one another as with the Foe, This 
hurry contunued all the night, all which time 
their terrours and deſpairs admitted no delibe- 
ration or counſel ; nll the day diſcovercd the 
mockery of Forwne, and that they had loſt 
four thouſand men in this confuſion, 


The Occurrences of this night did upbraid 
the weakneſs of an arm of when two 
ſuch potent Armies were routed and driven out 
of their (trengths by a vain and empry Fear, 
and put to flic when none did purſue; and when 
either party did fear, they were matrally feared, 
Prudence doth ſometimes alleviate the ſtrokes 
of Fortune, and a wiſe ma nt may by 
good Diſcipline ſo — e _ of 
Army, that premeditated a ects 
of terrour ans become Say nt conternpei- 
ble even to the ſurprized, But a coincidence 
of ſo many various accidents in ſuch a junRure 
of rime neither can the weak fight of Huma» 
nity foreſee, nor poſſibly prevent. 


The next day, the light had ſhown 
the Greeks the vanity of their fears, yet no leſs 
confuſion remained on their ſpirits ; they were 
aſhamed of their frights, and unwilling to re- 
turn tothe place of their terrour and ignominy, 
they walked up and down fingle and heavy, 
the'r eyes caſt down, weary of company, and 
afraid to be alone, yet fuller of heavineſs then 
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ſhame, Agathecles perceived this horrour, and 
it no leſs then madneſs to oppoſe ſuch

to the coalts of Africk,, ſo now he would ſave 
himſelf in the Iſland from the dangers of the 
Continent, Butthen occurred to his thoughts 
the impoſſibility of withdrawing his Army wich 
him. He had peither time nor conventency of 
Veſſels for ſo great a charge, nor was the Sea 
clearer from | agree frog then 
was the Land. For they had recruited their 
Nayy, and recovered the empire of the Ocean, 
ſo that without their good leave he could nenther 
ſay nor flic, To make Peace with them 1n 
ſuch a low condition of his affairs, was the 
greater difficulty ; for they were fo elevated 
with their preſenc ſucceſs, chat they knew not 
P 3 how 
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how to temper their Felicity by reaſonable 
Conditions to the Authoar of their Troubles, 
and had already threatned ſuch examples of Se. 
verity tothe firlt Invaders of Africh,, as ſhould 
exrrifie the future Ages from their imitation, 


Wracked and perplexed with theſe affright- 
ing confiderations, not once entertaining the 
generous _—_ , that Adverſities are born 
with greater glory then deſerted ; For ſuch are 
the comforts of unhappy Vertnes and innocent 


Souls ; he at laſt reſolved to (lift for himſelf, 
and to carry onely with him his Son Herach. 
das and ſome few privado's, miniſters of his 
Luſts, and leaye the reſt to the malignity of 
their Deftinics and the Cruelty of _— 


He pitied not his eldeſt $01 Archagathus ; for 
his haughty ſoul and wicked atrenipe upon his 
Fathers B:d, made the old Tyrant jealous left 
if he were preſerved longer, he might extend 
his furious Luſt to his Throne, and practiſe up- 
on his Life. For knowing him to be his own 
Son, he concluded him no leſs Ambitious and 
Perfidious then he was Luſtful, Which ſhews 
the Inquietude of Tyrants, who when they 
have murdered all Vertue in others, and by ma- 
ny Crimes ſecured themſelves from the hatred of 
ſtrangers, yet want not jealoufies of their own 
Children, and are affrighted with dangers from 
their own bowels; whole god and bad fame are 
equally daogerous to their curſed Parens, ”_ 
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_ arts they reconcile the affeRtions 
people, they are then cfteemcd too po. 
lar to live under a Tyranny, And the de» 
lates which their Father's lives interpo e to their 
conceived hopes, are judged t09 tmportunate to 
be born by ſuch as are able to cur ow off, If 
the evil diſpoſitions of the Sire are traduced to 
the Soal of the Son, then do they load the a- 
ged Tyrant with more publick hatred, or terri- 
he him with fears of practifing that on him 
which he hath done on others. And thus was 
it with Agathecles , who would at once rid 
hamſelf of his Son and Fears, 


Archagathus, that knew tas Father's na- 
ture, and that af T yrants blot out every wnpreſs 
of Nature, having no aff eftions but for "4 
ſelves, was very watchful over his atiens, and 
having ſome ſulpitions of the deſign, he com- 
municates his Jealouſics ro ſome Captains of 
the Army, and conſpires to incercepe his flight, 
The prodigious baſeneſs of the act cafily raiſed 
indignation enough to hinder it, That a Ge- 
neral ſhould betray his Army, and ſurrender 
them up to a provoked Enemy, was a Crim: 
not tobe parallel'd, Archagar/.ws thought the 
injafiice done to him more full of Cruelty, that 
he who had ventured hus life for his Father's 
Empire had been a partner in all has Flights and 
Miſcries, ſhould now be left alane to the Dan- 
ger, whileſt his Brother of leſſer merits oy

are wont to put the 'pecrous names of Rehi 
and Juftice upon their moſt deteſtable aftions, 
$0 T anne obſerves of Tiberine, that he wanld 
put upon the new Crimes which his Jeatoufie or

fences, and ſo gild his Crnelty and Rapine with 
the titles of Juſtice, And as we have ſeen our 
modern Tyrants ſtyle their atremprs to ruine 
Piety the Propagation of Religion, Such Chears 
indeed do for a time quiet the Vulear ſpirits, 
who more (tick upon names then things : yer 
when diſcovered, do ſo much the more increaſe 
their Hatred, as they upbroided and abuſed their

twe and Goodneſs, 

The next Tragedy was adted at Syracuſe: 
for while Agathecles was bulic in theſe Butche- 
nes, he receives the news of the death of his 
Sons, He grieved not ſo much for them, who 
he ſuſpofted were too near his rivals of Empire, 
but feared leſt the kindred ms mdf te 
Souldiers whom he had betraied in Africk, 
would be excited by their Example, to attempe 
that upon the old Wolf, which they had exccu- 
ted opon the Cubs, Therefore by a private 
meſſenger he commands his Brother Antander 
ſpeedily to murder the Friends of all thoſe that 
had followed him into Africk, Antander,who 
was of a baſe temper, and who accounted Cru- 
elty for Valour, did exaRly perform che com- 
mand, and endeavoured to outvy his Brother 
In blood, For he toperher for the 
laughter, noc onely thoſe of cheir Kindred who 
were of an age fit torake revenge, but even 
their aged Parents, that were fo near the grave 
that they had long loſt their Senſes: and 
the ſucking Children, that were not capable to 
tnow the dt berwixt Slavery and Free- 

pme, the Women ao, that could not be fea» 
| ro overthrow the Tyranny, yer if thry had 
any relation to thoſe whom fon difired to 


os were all driven to the Sex.-(hore, Where 
t promiſcuous mukitude, (that forced = 
om cyery eye but thofe of their Butchers, 
Q 2 while 
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while they did expect the ſtroke of death, did 
waſh that place with their tears firſt, chat after. 
wards was to be polluted with their blood; and 
by their cries and ſupplications drowned both 
the noiſe of the City and the Waves, Thus 
tortured with the expe&ation of Death, and 
the horrid ſpectacle of their murdered Friends 
who preceded in the execution, they had at laſt 
all cheir Throats cut, and their bodies were 
thrown intothe Sea ; which for a great ſpace 
was coloured with blood , and the marks of 
the Cruelty were carned to far-diltant Coaſts, 
And, which was moſt inhumane, none dared 
to bewail the miſcrable, nor bury thoſe carcaſ- 
ſes which the waves refuſed to hide, but caſt 
back on the ſhore ; leſt they ſhould be. thought 
of kin to the murdered, and be forced to the 
ſame deſtiny : ſo that the Commerce of humane 
Nature was broke, and Cruelty grew the high- 
er from Commuiſeration, Upon ſuch ations 
as theſe does the ſecurity of Uſurpers depend ; 
ſo that thoſe that haye had any ſenſe of Vertue 
or Humanity , do rather chuſe to periſh in an 
obſcure Privacy, then aim at Power that mult 
be obtained and preſerved by ſo much Impiety, 
and ſogreat Miſery to mankind, - 

Syracuſe and «£ geſta being thus made ſenhi- 
ble of the Tyrant's return, who like a diſmal 
Plague brought death and deſtrution where- 
ſoever he went ; he goes to all the other Cines 
that were either under his Dominion , or 1n 

Conte- 
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Confederacy with him, and by extorting Mo- 
ny from them, taking off the luſpedted: and 
re-inforcing his Garilons, he Tabours to keep 
them from 'a Revolt, which cither his Wicked- 
neſs or his contemptible Oyerthrow might ex- 
cice them unto, yet he could not —_ 
the effect of mufortunes, which ſhakes the faith 
and cancels the obligations that are between 
withed perſons, For Paſiphilas, either by the 
inconſtancy of his nature, or fearing his Ma- 
ſter's ruine, and wiliing therefore to provide 
for his own ſafery,did reyolt to Dinocrates; and, 
as a pledge of his faith, deliyered up to him all 
thoſe ſtrong holds and forces which he comman- 
ded for the Tyrant, This did ſo ſtrangely affeR 
& injealous Agathocles, and preſent to his fan- 
cy ſuch terrible conſequences, that mad with 
fear left Paſiphilus might have more Complices, 
he thoughe of quitting the Tyranny, and there- 
fore preſently ſends to treat with Dynocyatey, 
and propoundsto him theſe conditions of Peace, 
* That he would part with his Kingdome, and 
* reſtore liberty to the Syracuſans ; That Dino- 
« crates 4 return to bus own City ; That 
« ef ere ſhould be granted t» Agathocles for his 
«© ſecurity the two Garriſons of Thermx and 
« Cephalcedium, with the territories thereunts 
'* belonging. 

Thee Articles being divulged, aftorded mat- 
ter of diſcourſe to the Specu/atrvi, Soine ap- 
plauded the Moderation of the man, and attri- 

Q_; buted 
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bured this prudence of remportzing with his for- 
rune to his long experience in vanous ſucceſles, 
which uſes to render the great ARors in the 
world more wary, and ſuſpicious of future E- 
vents ; and the more proſperous they have been, 
the leſs will they permit to Chance, That al- 
though he might hope for a change of his pre- 
ſent low condition, yet he was alſoto fear a 

ater fall. Onthe other fide, ſome 
is Conſtancy, and wondered at his c 
from himſelf ; that whereas in former Perils he 
ſeemed alwaics of a preſent courage and tenact- 
ous of hope, yet now he ſhould be ſo tranſpor- 
ted with fear, that he did not dare to hazard 
one encounter for that which he had by ſuch 
dificule Crimes got , and hitherto preſerved, 
And, which was moſt firange, that fe ſhould 
deſpiſe his own advantages, being ſtill Maſter 
of Syracuſe and many other ſtrong holds ſtored 
with no {mall Treaſure, furniſhed with a force 
that was not comtempuble in Number, bur yer 
more conſiderable in Experience and the arts of 
War, They therefore concluded that he was 
never endued with true Valour, and that his 
former reſolutions were either but the uinſolen- 
cies of a preſent fortune, or the eager bopes of 
a future ; which were but ſpurious ſigns, net 
genuine eftefts of a brave Generohcy, And 
P men prevail by Vertwe, ſo many baſe 
perſons do ſometimes by their Vices, Another 
fort judged that all theſe Overtures of Peace 
were 
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were bur: to conceal more ſecret praQices in his 
Enenucs Acmy : that Dinocrates had hitherto 
either baſcly, or falſely, by rarious delaies , be- 
trated the ſeaſony of war to his adverſarics,and 
that this Treaty was but to continue him in that 
negligence, Taat the Tyrant knew well e- 
noug!z how dangerous It was for a private pgr- 
ſon to haye once born the name of a Kingy and 
that ſuch when they part with cheir r, do 
abjure their ſafety : for if not the publick Ha- 
tred, yer private Revenge forbids Security, The 
memory of Djonyſixe was yet freſh ; who when 
he had loſt Syracuſe, and was. beſieged in his 
o9n Works, and did ſo deſpond that he offe- 
red to m his life with a yoluntary Exile out 
of Sic, was yet encouraged to a pertinacy by 
his friend Elorx, who told him that * Tyras- 
* yy w4s 4 ſpecions Epitaph; and by his Eaher 
in law Megacles, who diftated this Apo- 
m,that ** a Tyrant ſhould rather be drawn 
* by the heels out of his Government, then ve- 
&« [uptarily to recede from it, Which ſo con 
firmed that Tyrant, who was in greater diſtreſs 
then the preſent, that he retained his power, 
and weathered out the Storm that threatned his 
ſhipwreck. That ſure this wily Monſter was 
as Fi from intending what he did offer, as ever 
his unfaithful Soul utcd to keep a diſtance from 
bis Tongue, 
The eycnt gave ſome credit to this laſt conje- 
Cture, for it happenedthat the Treaty came to 
Q 4 no 
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no effet, For whether Apathecles did ſcri- 
ouſly intend it or no, yet Dizocrates's Ambi- 
tion made it fruſtrate, Peace cannot pleaſe theſe 
whoſe deſires are 1mmoderate or corrupt : and 
the deſire of Greatneſs where it @, extinguiſhes 
all other Aﬀeltions, Dinecrates was no leſs 
deſirous to be a Monarch then Agarbocles had 
been, and was as little pleaſed that the Demo. 
cracy ſhould be reſtored at Syracuſe,where none 
that were Great could ever be ſafe, His preſent 
command of rwenty thouſand foot and three 
thouſand horſe, rogether with the diſpoſal of 
all the Ciries that were of the League, of which 
he was called the General, but in truth was 
lictle leſs then the Lord, was not to be parted 
with for the privacy of Pcace, which equally 
obſcares the brave and baſc, and makes no dit+ 
ference berwixt noble and ignable Spirits, Sy- 
racuſe was indeed his native Cit, but ſhe would 
be no better then his Encmy, that would reduce 
him to the equality of a Pnyate perſon, make 
him obnoxious to the harangues of unquiet 
De and the cenſure> of the giddy 
Rabble, Upon theſe conſiderations he was as 
untoward to admit of Peace as he had been 
negligent in pg War, and there - 
fore found our many difficulties in the Treaty, 


Sometimes he denicd the Ganſons upon jea- 
louſie of his future pretenhons : ſometimes he 
urged that he ſhould for ever depart from 
Sicily ; and another time he mouied

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dren for hoſtages. Agathocles, though he per- 
ceived the dritt of the man, and that he ſhould 
prevail nothing by this Treaty, but make them

Whiles he laics theſe grounds for Victory 
there, he concludes a Peace with the C arthags- 
ans, and delivers up all their Forts and Cines 
which he had ſcized upon in Sicily for the ſumme 
of three hundred talents and two hundred thou- 
ſand meaſures of corn, By this compoſition he 
was at _ employ all his thoughts & for- 
ces againſt the Free League, with whom he was 
reſolved to try what his ſecret arts had done, 
and offer them a ſet Battel in the Field,although 
he had no more then five thouſand foot and 
eight handred horſe, which he did not ſo my

were well pleaſed with the Tyrant's conhdence,

ence of Miſeries might make thoſe ſeem 
ighter which were paſt, and the hatred of a 
living Enemy might allenate the infamy of a 
deceaſed Opyreſſ®, Brlides, the habits of 
Cruelty contracted by Tyrants do make them 
ſo unſatiable of blood, Lad ſo C_ in 
publick Calaanies, chat as by then) their Lives 
and Greatneſs were maintained, ſo would they 
have their Deaths comforted. He that had 
made the whole Rowen Empire the Stage of 
his Cruelty, defired that the world might fall 
$ roge- 
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with him, Hered, that had polluted 
all his Kingdome with Maſſacres, to temper 
the people's joy at his Death, would have had 
ſome hundreds of the moſt eminent Jews to 
be flain at his expiring, that ſo every Fanuly 
might have ſomething to bewail,, and ſhed tears 
at Fs deceale. So Agathecler (for all Ty- 
rants live and die with the like affeGtions ) 
would have intailed Calamuuaes to the miſcrable 
Syracnſans, 


The Tyrant's Tortures ſtill increafing, and 
Vengeance purſuing him with ſo {Þþw a pace, 
as if ic had intended to return his own arts of 
Cruelty upon himſelf, he lived for ſome time 
an horrour to thumſelf, and a loathed burden 
to all that were about him: and having no 
Friend to provide for the decency of his de- 
parture, or by ſome care to alleviate has Pains, 
when the tumours of the poilonous humour had 
hindred has Voice, ſo = neither his Com- 
plaints nor Threatnings could be underſtood, 
Oxytl emu the Macedonian (py, and the Syra- 
euſan's f:lſe Frnend , together with his tired 
Attendants, laid him before he was dead u 
on has funtral Pile, and burnt him alive.
